Another lucky circumstance was that 
waiting Elks had formed the ranks 
that part of the floor that did not 
Moin.

Outside the building 
at the time was a crowd estimated at 
nearly a thousand persons. When the 
‘crash was heard, followed by the scream- 
ae. of those hurt, a general cry of 
*Fire!”’ was raised, and nearly every-

_ to get out. He ran to the nesrest alarm 
box and turned in a fire alarm. Three 
engines and two trucks responded. When 
they atrived the men dropped the. hose

By that time most of those who had 
gone down when the floor collapsed had 
managed to craw! out, with or without 
aid of those uninjured. ‘The firemen 
threw the benches and the planks of the

r dead and about half a dozen unconscious 
. persons. 

Among the latter were two small chil- 
drén, neither of whom, however, was se- 
riously injured. 


Eight Ambulances There. 


Reports of the crash had in the mean- 
time been telephoned to Police Head- 
quarters, and from there calis for ambu- 
lances and police reserves were sent out. 
Hight ambulances from as many hospi- 
tais responded. 

The reserves of the Adams Street Sta- 
tion, ten strong, were the first to arrive. 
They found in front of the building a 

* seething crowd of people who seemed to 
be struggling like maniacs to get into 
the church. Against that crowd the po- 
Meemen were wholly helpless, and it was 
not until three more loaded patrol wagons 
had arrived that some kind of order was 
restored and police lines established. 

The dead were put into the patrol 
Wagons and sent up to the Adams Street 
Station as soon as they had been exam- 
ined by the ambulance surgeons. Most of 
the injured were taken away by -friends 
before their names or the extent of their 
hurts could be ascertained by the police. 

The firemen found two ladders raised 

ainst the windows on the eastern side 
of the church. Both had been raised by 
Alexander Rhone, one of the Trustees of 
the church, and one of the few that did 
not lose their heads when the crash came. 
He was in the Sunday school room at the 
time, and promptiy jumped through one 
of the windows into the alley. Then he 
ran to the back of the church, where the 
ladders were and carried them, one by 
one, round to the eastern side. 

More than a score of persons got out 
gafely with his assistance. An elderly wo- 
man who was in no immediate danger, 

. Would not wait for the ladder, but threw 
herself headlong to the ground. There 
she was found later, unconscious, when 
the firemen went through the place with 
ladders. 

The Rev. Mr. Jacobs went down with 
the rest when the floor collapsed. He 
Was at that moment standing on the very 
spot beneath which the beam broke. 
Somebody helped him to climb up to on 
of the windows, and from there he made 
his way to the intact part of the floor, 
His left leg had received a bad wrench, 
but he was able to walk to his home, 
at 202 Prince Street, without assistance 
An attempt to get from him any details 
concerning the disaster was fruiticss 
He remembered everything clear up to the 
moment when the crash came. From that 
on such confusion reigned around him 
that no single detail was impressed upon 
his mind. 

The stores near the church were turned 
into emergency hospitals, where first aid 
was given to the more seriously injured 
before they were removed to the hospitals 
Most of them were women, and a major- 
ity suffered from fractured ribs or broken 
limbs. 


Shock Fatal to Woman. 


A middle-aged woman, later identified 
as Bertha Green of 470 Myrile Avenue, 
Was said to have been standing in front 
of the church. She fainted when the 
fell in and died while she was being 
ried across the street by strangers. 

Among the first things the fireruen did 
was to make their way from the back into 
the reir of the Sunday school room. 
There they discovered the burnine stove 
in dangerous proximity to the pile of 
wreckege and made haste to put out he 
fire in it with pails of water. 

No sooner had the dead been removed 
to the police station than the attempts to 
identify them began, and until after mid- 
night a constant stream of people passed 
in and out. Few white people appeared. 
Most of the colored people that viewed 
the bodies belonged to the stricken con- 
gregation. At the sight of the bodies 
few of the women could refrain from ecrvy- 
wg, and wailing.

The Diablo meteorite contains smal! dia- 
monds in fissures of the metal connected by 
cracks to the nucleus of sulphide of iron. It 
seemed likely. then. that sulphur has displaced 
the carbon from carbide of iron. ‘The meteorite 
also contains phosphorus and &@ilicium, which 
might intervene in the separation of carbon. 
By melting Swedish iron in an electric crucible 
and adding sulphide of fron, then plunging the 
crucible into cold water, Moiesan obtained lit- 
tle diamonds. ‘The cold water penetrating the 
earbon crucible cooled the fron toward its heart, 
where the liquid carbon solidiffied in the form 
of diamonds. The diamonds thus obtained by 
adding sulphide of iron are like those made 
without jt, but there are more of them.

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‘THINKS APHRODITE ANCIENT. 


Another Greek Expert Asserts the An- | 
tiquity of the Marble. 


The loan exhibition of old Italian, Dutch, 
and French paintings at the National Arts 
Club has given way to modern work by | 
the Boston painters, but at the request of | 
many members of the club Mr. Frederick | 
Linton has allowed the statue of Aphro- 
attributed to Praxiteles to vemain an- | 
other week on exhibition. 

The Greek church to be erected on East 
Seventy-second Street, the Church of the 
Trinity, is to be built of Greek mar- 
and as superintendent of construction | 
Mr. Stamatios Remoundos has come from 
Athens. He has been a marble cutter 
since his boyhood, owns marble quarries | 
and marble-cutting shops, and is recog- 
nized as an expert in modern and ancient 
marble. Yesterday he visited the Arts 
Club with Mr. Alexander Manzavinos of 
the Consulate General of Greece ia this 
city. A fragment of the or of the 
Aphrodite's base was cut and examined by 


him under the microscope. 

Before looking it he said in Greek 
Mr. Manzavinos: 

‘Pray God that it turn wut 
or in other words that it prove modern 
and not ancient, since as a patriotic Greek 
he did not like the thought that Greece 
should lose this statue. 

After looking the statue over very care- 
fully and submitting the piece he cut out 
of the base to microscopical and other 
tests, he remarked that it was alter all 
ancient, not Asia Minor or Italian stone, 
but Greek. From his knowledge of I’en- 
telic marble he was willing to stake his 
reputation (or, as he remarked, his hea‘) 
that it was of the hard variety of Venteli- 
can, with a dense smooth grain, which 
was used by the ancient Greek scuiptors 
as often as Parian. A piece sent Gver 
from Athens by Mr. de ia Georgie of the 
Greek Legation two years ago he slenti- 
fied as ordinary Pentelican such “as is 
used for buildings. The hard quatity in 
these quarries is apparently exnausted; 
at least at present there is none to he 
had. 

Through an interpreter Mr. Remoundos 
was asked if he thought it possinle that 
within a hundred years a piece 9” the 
hard Pentelican could have been found in 
Greece and brought to France or «any 
other place, a piece large enough tuo per- 
mit the extraction from it of a statue as 
large as the Aphrodite. 

He said he thought it impossible. 

He was then asked if he knew of any 
sculptor living in Greece or Italy during
